Arab Press Commentary 

The At Rai and A1 Shaab com¬ 
mentaries Friday revolved round 
the outcome of the meetings in 
Amman of the Joint Jordanian- 
Syrian Higher Committee for Co¬ 
ordination and Integration. A1 
Dustour however chose the Leba¬ 
nese developments as the subject 
of its comment. 

A1 Rai says that Syrian-Jorda- 
niaxi relations have by-passed the 
stage of vociferous and passionate 
phraseology, and have since enter¬ 
ed the stage of unity and detailed 
action, touching on the two coun¬ 
tries' national stands and the lives 
of their citizens. 

A1 Rai goes on to say that the 
relationship between Syria and 
Jordan is self-evident. It needs no 
explanation or justification. Their 
bilateral actions, on all levels, we¬ 
re and still are based on the rejec¬ 
tion of imperialist plots, which be¬ 
gan earlier this century with the 
Sykes-Picot agreement. Jordan 
and Syria are trying to reassem¬ 
ble the divided portions of the ho¬ 
meland and reinvigorate the na¬ 
tion’s life-blood. 

"We are now discussing the uni¬ 
fication of customs duties, taxes, 
joint industrial projects, high ten¬ 
sion power link-ups, desert graz¬ 
ing pastures, dams and industrial 
raw materials. We are now dis¬ 
cussing unified political action, not 
only foreign diplomatic coordina¬ 
tion. We are discussing unified 
action by the information media 
concerning editors, announcers, 
films and books," the papier states. 

It says the two brotherly coun¬ 
tries are dealing with the depths 
of the problem that has been ac¬ 
cruing for half a century, not In 
the fashion of ephemeral alliances, 
some of which did not last more 
than a few days... 

A1 Shaab quotes what the Jor¬ 
danian minister of culture and in¬ 
formation said the other day : that 
the Jordanian-Syrian Higher Com¬ 
mittee’s meetings have proven 
anew that “we in the two brother¬ 
ly countries are one people, who 
have the same outlook.” The meet¬ 
ings also emphasised once more 
that the national vision of H.M. 
King Hussein and President Hafez 
Assad is a sound vision; every day 
brings new proof that the two le¬ 
aders have outstripped all of us... 
in exploring the horizons of the 
future of the nation and in draw¬ 
ing conclusions as to what has to 
be done to ensure the best future 
for us and for the coming genera¬ 
tions, AI Shaab says. 

Discussing the latest Arab pea¬ 
ce plan for Lebanon, Al Dustour 
thinks that because of the con- - 
glomeration of Lebanese events, 
it is Impossible for one to predict 
what will be the outcome of the 
plan — which was initiated by 
Arab League envoy Dr. Hassan 
Sabri Al Kholi — for ending the 
Lebanese tragedy. 

At any rate, the paper continues, 
the plan deserves support and en¬ 
couragement; and the leaders of 
all the rival factions, who were 
invited to meet and be briefed on 
the plan, would bear the full res¬ 
ponsibility if they failed to take 
this opportunity to guide Lebanon 
nearer to the haven of peace. Even 
the other Arab sides will not be 
immune from responsibility if they 
try to binder efforts to get all Le¬ 
banese parties to the dispute to¬ 
gether; because if or when these 
parties meet, they might find out 
that a reasonable parley, although 
it comes late, is the only way of 
putting an end to their dilemma. 


Jordan Times interview 

Abu Aqaba” is back to help relieve 
congestion at the port he built

The planner and organiser of 
the deep-water Aqaba port, civil 
engineer Bohdan Nagorski, nick¬ 
named “Abu Aqaba" (Father of 
Aqaba), is back in Jordan on a 
private visit. 

In 1952, as a U.N. expert for de¬ 
veloping the port of Aqaba, Mr. 
Nagorski conducted a feasibility 
study-on the controversial question 
of whether or not a deep-sea port 
should be built in Aqaba. 

A United Nations technical 
committee had previously visited 
Jordan in 1952 and had decided 
that Aqaba had no future and that 
Beirut is the only proper port for 
Jordan. 

In contradistinction to the abo¬ 
ve findings, Mr. Nagorski advised 
the ministry of economy that a 
modem port must be constructed 
in Aqaba if Jordan is to become 
economically and politically inde¬ 
pendent. He predicted a prospe¬ 
rous future for such a port. Later 
on, the port was actually recogni¬ 
sed as the most modem and effi¬ 
cient port in the Middle East 

With the conviction that Jordan 
must have its own access to the 
sea, Mr. Nagorski selected the si¬ 
te for the port, and detailed plans 
were prepared for the most mo¬ 
dern of port facilities for general 
cargo shipping and for phosphate 
export. 

At the same time, Mr. Nagorski 
helped the government to establish, 
an autonomous port authority, hi¬ 
re competent personnel, and orga¬ 
nise port operations in Aqaba. 

As a first step, a lighterage berth 
was built in 1953, and commercial 
traffic started to come to Aqaba, 
while previously only military sup¬ 
plies were imported into a primi¬ 
tive basin. 

The deep-water port in Aqaba 
was inaugurated in 1959. It has 
won Mr. Nagorski an international 
reputation and. has made him the 
recipient of the first-class medal 
of Jordan's Order of Independen¬ 
ce. 

In 1967, Mr. Nagorski was ask¬ 
ed to return to Jordan and pre¬ 
pare plans for the establishment 
of a free zone at Aqaba.

and improving existing ones, cou¬ 
pled with his great sympathy for 
Jordan brought him back again 
this year to Jordan and to Aqaba 
in the capacity of a private con¬ 
sultant for Jordanian and Ameri¬ 
can shipping companies. 

During his present visit, Mr. 
Nagorski is to assist in reducing 
the difficulties connected with the 
congestion at Aqaba port, where 
40 to 50 ships are waiting at the 
moment to be unloaded. 

Mr. Nagorski said that the con¬ 
gestion at Aqaba port, caused 
among other reasons by the Le¬ 
banese crisis, is less severe than 
in other ports of the area, such 
as at Jeddah, Dammam, Basra, or 
Khorramshaar in Iran. 

Optimistically, Mr. Nagorski 
added that with the extension of 
the port facilities, once the cons¬ 
truction of additional deep-water 
berths for general cargo is com¬ 
pleted, the situation at the port 
will be radically improved. Fur¬ 
thermore, with the improvement 
of work-productivity and with the 
cooperation of private importers

and shipping agents, the present 
congestion could be alleviated wh¬ 
ereas it will remain severe much 
longer in other Middle East ports. 

In other words, Aqaba could 
become, as was predicted, right at 
its inception, a very important dis¬ 
tribution point for the entire Mid¬ 
dle East region. 

Since Mr. Nagorski last saw the 
Aqaba port in operation, the qua¬ 
lity of the labour force seems to 
have deteriorated. It is less effi¬ 
cient than the old group of work¬ 
ers ; the present ones, mostly re¬ 
cruited from other Arab countries 
and from Pakistan, need more tra¬ 
ining and experience if they are 
to keep pace with the accelerated 
rate of progress at the port. 

Mr. Nagorski described the me¬ 
eting he had in Aqaba with Ge¬ 
neral Mahmoud Shabsough, direc¬ 
tor-general of the port, as very 
enlightening. It showed him the 
determination of the port autho¬ 


rity to achieve rapid progress by 
various energetic measures. He 
was also very pleased to see that 
the zoning plan for the Aqaba area 
which he drew years ago has be¬ 
en fully implemented and that ho¬ 
tels and new projects are being 
constructed on the sites original¬ 
ly allocated in his general plan. 

“Abu Aqaba” who also met with 
the Minister of Transport. Mr. 
Mahmoud Hawamdeh said to the 
Jordan Times that he would of 
course be glad to make any com¬ 
ments to the government, if it so 
desires, on the policy of port de¬ 
velopment and organisation. 

As an ardent friend of Jordan, 
Mr. Nagorski is trying to promote 
sympathy for our country abroad; 
and as a United States citizen and 
resident of New York, he has on 
several occasions sent letters and 
■ articles to major newspapers, mos¬ 
tly the New York Times, in defen¬ 
se of Jordanian causes, particular¬ 
ly after the 1967 Middle-East war. 

Mr. Nagorski’s success in Aqa¬ 
ba was followed by a brilliant ca¬ 
reer as senior advisor on port af¬ 
fairs and port organisation in the 
United Arab Republic, Saudi Ara¬ 
bia, Iran, Greece, the Congo-Braz- 
zaville, and Brunei, Borneo. He 
also made a study of Beirut's port. 

Mr. Nagorski's book: “Port Pro¬ 
blems in Developing Countries,” is 
generally considered the standard 
manual on principles of port plan¬ 
ning and organisation. 

The book was published by the 
International Association of Ports 
and Harbours in Tokyo, in 1972, 
and has been translated into Ja¬ 
panese, Spanish and, in an abbre¬ 
viated form, into French. 




Sweden makes special 
contribution to UNRWA 


The. United Nations Relief and 
Works Agency for Palestine Refu¬ 
gees^ the Near East (UNRWA) 
announced today that it has been 
notified of the intention of the g o- 
vernment of Sweden to make a sp¬ 
ecial contribution of two million 
Swedish kroner towards the cost 
of the agency’s operations in 1976. 

This contribution is in addition 
to the government's regular cont¬ 
ribution of 25 million Swedish kr¬ 
oner, and brings the value of Sw¬ 
eden’s assistance to UNRWA in 
1976 to over U.S. $6 million. Sin¬ 
ce 1950, Sweden has pledged or 
contributed some $38.3 million to 
the United Nations programmes 
of assistance to the Palestine refu¬ 
gees administered by UNRWA. 


Announcing the pledge, the Co¬ 
mmissioner-General of UNRWA, 
Sir John Rennie, expressed his 
warm appreciation of this‘genero¬ 
us response to UNRWA’s needs 
made at a time when the agency 
is facing the most serious financial 
crisis of its history. 

After this pledge and others ma¬ 
de recently have been taken into 
consideration, the agency still fac¬ 
es a deficit of more than $27 mil¬ 
lion in order to maintain its es¬ 
sential services to the refugees 
this year. The crisis was the sub¬ 
ject at appeals made to member 
states of the Urn ted Nations in Ju¬ 
ne by the Secretary-General, Dr. 
Kurt Waldheim.

Jimmy Carter: power mad for 



or honest and efficient? 


This fourth of five articles about Democratic presidential 
nominee Jimmy Carter, by the Christian Science Monitor's 
Southern bureau chief, contrasts views of Carter oppo¬ 
nents and defenders.

ATLANTA, GEORGIA (CSM). 
— “I think Jimmy Carter wants 
to be president more than any 
other person I’ve ever known. And 
that is just terrifying." 

The speaker was Julian Bond, 
the witty, urbane black legislator 
from Atlanta. He has watched Mr. 
Carter rocket from an obscure 
governor/peanut farmer to the 
Democratic nominee for preside¬ 
nt—and he finds it troubling. 

Senator Bond stands among a 
dwindling number of Democrats 
who have resisted jumping aboard 
the Dixieland bandwagon of Car¬ 
ter & Co. He says he’ll probably 
vote for Mr. Carter, but it*'11 be 
a ho-hum experience. 

6ther holdouts include such 
people as arch-foe Lester Maddox 
and disillusioned speechwriter Ro¬ 
bert Shrum. Former state auditor 
Ernest B. Davis also had resisted 
the Carter smile. 

Although their comments have 
to be carefully weighed, both fri¬ 
ends and foes of Mr. Carter offer 
insights on the character of the 
man from Plains, who in a few 
months may be elected president 
of the United States. 

Lester Maddox, symbol of Ge¬ 
orgia segregation, was scurrying 
around his new Pickrick Restau¬ 
rant on Roswell Road north of 
Atlanta when a reporter cornered 
him recently. During evening ho¬ 
urs the Pickrick is crowded with 
patrons enjoying fried chicken, 
potato patties, fried okra and pe¬ 
can pie. 

“I think Carter will be far to 
the left of Kennedy and Johnson 
and Roosevelt,” Mr. Maddox said. 
"1 think he's to the left of McGov¬ 
ern, too." 

Mr. Carter will probably be ele¬ 
cted, says Mr. Maddox, though 
the restaurateur says he’ll supp¬ 
ort President Ford. 

"Carter has already made his¬ 


tory,” he says;' "And he'll proba¬ 
bly do a lot of good things-It 

looks like he may even have a 
mandate- 

‘*1 wish 1 Could support him. I 
know him reafweH.... But of all 
the people I’ve, ever known... he’s 
the most totally dishonest person 
I've ever met.? 


"He says he saved Georgia tax¬ 
payers $ 50 Million through reor¬ 
ganisation, and the state budget 
jumped $ 343 million the first ye¬ 
ar under reorganisation, more than 
three previous years combined. 

“He says be cut administrative 
costs 50 per cfent-in state govern¬ 
ment ... and the administrative 
costs actualljK went up about 70 
per cent 

"The nunfber of employees wh¬ 
en he left office drawing over 
$ 20,000 annually had increased 
more than thfee times during his 
administration.’ 


''He said he cut out departments 
in state government, hut none ha¬ 
ve been cut out Even now they 
haven’t been*£ut out; some have 
'beefi put in a& umbrella organisa¬ 
tion.” 

Mr. Maddox also objects to the 
Carter philosophy of government. 

“He’s very -capable, very able, 
very energetic. (But) he believes 
that government belongs to who¬ 
ever gets elected " 

Among the ^radical” things Mr. 
Maddox says a Carter govern¬ 
ment would impose: - 

— National health care. (Mr. 
Carter has said he favours a man¬ 
datory system^ 

— Handgun control. (Mr. Car¬ 
ter supports registration of hand¬ 
guns and a ban on sale of cheap 
handguns.) 

— Defence cuts. (Mr. Carter 
would prune $ 5 billion to $ 8 
billion by reducing overseas com¬ 
mitments and waste.) 

On top of health care and other 
new spending, Mr. Carter promis¬ 


es “a balanced budget." "That’s 
living in a dream world," says 
Mr. Maddox. “It’s not true, but it 
sounds good to voters who don't 
stop to think." 

From the Pickrick, it's a 30-mi¬ 
nute drive to South Atlanta. Sen¬ 
ator Bond has an office there in 
the basement of an apartment 
building owned by his mother. He 
supported Rep. Morris K. Udall 
of Arizona for president. 

“Some say that a Carter presi¬ 
dency would be economically ad¬ 
vantageous to Georgia,” he says. 
I’m not so sure. I don't think Carter 
is the kind of guy who's going to 
dump a lot of federal dough into 
Georgia because he’s from Geor¬ 
gia. 

“In fact, I think he’s so self- 
righteous that he would avoid do¬ 
ing that. He would put it all into 
■New Hampshire, and we’ll be left 
here holding the bag." 

While former Governor Madd¬ 
ox springs out of the conservative 
tide of U.S. politics, Senator Bond 
is a super-liberal. He’d like to see 
the government own and run thi¬ 
ngs like Georgia Power Company. 

A common joke this year in Ge¬ 
orgia has been: "If Lester's aga¬ 
inst him, and so is Julian, Jimmy 
must be doing something right!” 

"The frightening thing about 
Carter’s campaign to date is that 
he did it without people like me,” 
says Mr. Bond. “And having come 
this far, he’s free to go the rest of 
the way.” 

The greatest worry the Sena¬ 
tor has about Mr. Carter is his 
great desire to win. 

“I remember reading... a con¬ 
versation with Andy Young (a bl¬ 
ack Atlanta congressman who was 
an early Carter supporter) that the 
only hesitation he had about Cart¬ 
er was iris enormous desire to be 
president. That bothers me a great 
deal. 

“Also, the way he wraps him¬ 
self in the flag—‘these things do 
not hurt me, they hurt the coun¬ 
try.’ That’s NIxonesque. 

“I don’t think he has any pre¬ 
disposition to do anything like 
Nixon did in Watergate. He’s a co¬ 


mpletely straight-forward and ho¬ 
nest guy. But he is self-righteous. 
He’s never wrong." 

Another flaw: 

"He's a tremendous exaggerat- 
or. He calls himself a nuclear ph¬ 
ysicist, and he isn’t. He overesti¬ 
mates what reorganisation did 
for Georgia; and the guy in who¬ 
se opinion I put the greatest trust, 
(former state auditor) Ernie Dav¬ 
is, says that it actually cost us 
money.... 

"It’s difficult to say Carter lies 
because he says: ‘Well, you know 
what I mean.’ ” 

The Ernie Davis that Senator 
Bond mentioned has wide respect 
on Georgia's Capitol Hill, but he 
became an opponent of Mr. Carter 
during the reorganisation drive. 

The focal point of Mr. Carter’s 
reorganisation effort was the new¬ 
ly created Department of Human 
Resources. It combined health, 
welfare, and other agencies into 
one unit, and now employs over 
half the state’s employees. 

Mr. Davis charges it was put 
together with “a reckless disre¬ 
gard for any reasonable concern 
for benefits or results.” 

The new governor, George Bus- 
bee, inherited “one hellacious 
mess,” says Mr. Davis. "Even wi¬ 
th the sincere concern that Bus- 
bee has, I told him I didn’t know 
how to straighten the mess out. 

"You can’t go back to the old 
way. The old ways and systems 
have been completely destroyed. 
Every person with a fiscal back¬ 
ground was fired or put out to 
pasture.” 

The Carter concept requires top- 
notch administrators, says Mr. 
Davis. With the old system— 
with 300 agencies—no one agen¬ 
cy head had too much responsi¬ 
bility. Most could be of only mo¬ 
derate ability. 

Now the departments are massi¬ 
ve, and the question is: “Where 
do you find the guys to sail those 
tall ships?” 

A different kind of criticism 
came from Robert Shrum, who 
worked for nine days as a Carter 
speech writer. He charges behind- 


the-scenes cynicism and decep¬ 
tion.

General Dwight Eisenhower, 
supreme commander of allied for¬ 
ces, presented him with the Bron¬ 
ze Star in 1945 for contributing

Biggest U.S. trade 

deficit in two years 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27, (R). 
— The United States had its big¬ 
gest monthly trade deficit for ne¬ 
arly two years in July because of 
increasing demand for imported 
oil, the commerce department re¬ 
ported yesterday. 

Imports exceeded exports by 
$ 827.1 million, the largest mon¬ 
thly deficit since August 1974 and 
sharply higher than the $ 377.3 
million shortfall in June. 

With trade in six of the last 
seven months showing a deficit, 
the balance has swung from a re¬ 
cord surplus of more than $ 11,000 
million in 1975 to a deficit of ab¬ 
out $ 1.900 million in the first se¬ 
ven months of this year. 

In that time the dollar value of 
petroleum imports has risen 25 
per cent, partly because of incre¬ 
ased demand as the economy picks 
and partly because of price rises. 

The commerce department said 
that the U.S. would have a deficit 
of about $ 3,200 million in its tra¬ 
de account this year if the pre¬ 
sent trend continued.

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Researchers envisage eventual commercial 

availability of artificial organs 


SALT LAKE CITY, Utah (AP). 
— Eyes to help the blind see, 
ears to help the deaf hear, arms 
to let the maimed work. 

A group of scientists at the 
University of Utah in Salt Lake 
City is reporting success in creat¬ 
ing artificial organs so people are 
not left crippled, impaired or 
dead. 

Now in the forefront of artifi¬ 
cial organs research, the Utah sci¬ 
entists havje devised a metal and 
plastic artificial kidney small en¬ 
ough to fit into a handbag. They 
have made artificial eyes and ears 
of computers and electrodes that 
are attached to a patient's brain. 

Recently they killed a Holstein 
calf that had lived 122 days on an 
artificial heart, an air-driven alu¬ 
minum and polyurethane pump 
about the size of a large grape¬ 
fruit. 

It was longer than any creature 
had lived on an artificial, implan¬ 
ted heart, although a month lat¬ 
er researchers in Cleveland repor¬ 
ted that a calf with an artificial 
heart had remained alive past the 
122 day mark. The experiment 
here was ended after scientists 
discovered that a valve had fail¬ 
ed. 

Dr. Willem Kolff, 67, a pioneer 
in developing the artificial kidney 
machine, started Utah’s Artificial 
Organs Division nine years ago. 

‘Scientists there have also deve¬ 
loped a major artificial eye prog¬ 
ramme and one of the leading ear 
projects. An assistant calls Dr. 
Kolff an "incredible source of en¬ 
ergy.” 

The Utah scientists point out 
that marketable artificial organs 
may be far In the future and that 
some may never be satisfactorily 
produced. But there is optimism. 

Kolff says, “I will be disappo¬ 
inted if the heart is not ready for 
clinical—use in three years. Th¬ 
ree years ago I said the same 
thing /' 

Success may be only a year or 
two away for wearable artificial 
kidney. Artificial organs have' cl- 4 
ear advantages over transplanted 
ones, which are subjected to lim¬ 
ited supply and to body rejection.

“Some 800,000 people died last 
year from heart disease and, al¬ 
though I don’t want to suggest an 
artificial heart could have saved 
all of them, it could have helped 
some,” says Dr. Donald B. Olsen, 
a University of Utah researcher. 

The university has received let¬ 
ters from people afflicted with he¬ 
art disease who say they are will¬ 
ing now to act as guinea pigs. 

Research advances reported by 
the division in recent months in¬ 
clude : 

— A scientist in the univer¬ 
sity's Department of Engineer¬ 
ing has constructed a motor-driv¬ 
en arm based on invention of an 
unusual artificial muscle. He cla¬ 
ims the arm, constructed of alu¬ 
minum and guided by electrodes 
placed about the shoulder, can do 
95 per cent of a normal human's 
lifting tasks. 

— A 33-year-old man blind 
for a decade now “sees” Braille 
through use of a computer plug¬ 
ged directly into his brain. Utah 
researchers say it may be possi¬ 
ble to develop a miniature compu¬ 
ter in the frame of a pair of glas¬ 
ses and attach it to a tiny eye-soc¬ 
ket camera, giving sight to some 
of the 500,000 legally blind people 
in the U.S. 

— Advances towards hearing 
for the completely deaf have re¬ 
ached the point where a 62-year- 
old man, deaf from birth is hear¬ 
ing sounds through use of electro¬ 
des implanted in his inner ear and 
connected to a computer. The co¬ 
mputer stimulates the inner ear 
to “hear” sounds at different pit¬ 
ches. So far the stimulations are 
not complex enough to be used 
for words. 

Kolff s team of 100 scientists 
has ignored cosmetic devices like 
artificial breasts or replacements 
for diseased facial bones. 

Kolff, who began experiment¬ 
ing with arttficial kidneys in his 
native Holland during World War 
n, moved to the United States in 
1950. In 1967, he was lured to the 
University of Utah with promis¬ 
es he would have a free hand de¬ 
veloping an artificial organs cen¬ 
tre. 

Of current projects, Kolff says 
he is most impressed with prog¬ 
ress towards an arthiclal eye. Si¬ 
nce last summer, scientists have 
been running experiments with' 
a man who has electrodes impla¬ 
nted on the part of his brain that 
controls vision. 

The man saw spots of light last 
August, his first sight since los¬ 
ing his vision in a gunshot acci¬ 
dent 10 years ago.

“When the patient is given a 
TV camera in his hand, he can 
scan a blackboard, and he can tell 
you whether a heavy white line on 
that blackboard is vertical or 
horizontal,” says Kolff. “Although 
the present form of the brain sti¬ 
mulation is not of practical use 
to the patient, the theory behind 
it leaves no doubt that it can be 
made into a practical device.” 

The "Utah Arm,” invented by 
Stephen Jacobsen, is based on an 
artificial muscle that Jacobsen 
designed while still a student. The 
“muscle” is a series of small me¬ 
tal rings joined by many tough 
fibres. When the fibres are twist¬ 
ed, the rings pull together and the 
muscle shortens. 

Jacobsen had connected the mu¬ 
scle to a small battery-powered 
motor. Electrodes placed about 
a person’s shoulder activate the 
motor. 


The motor and muscle are pl¬ 
aced in a mental-framed arm that 
swings freely below the elbow 
like a natural limb. Jacobsen says 
it is more flexible than other arti¬ 
ficial arms. It weighs two to th¬ 
ree pounds, compared with a 
man’s natural arm of about seven 
pounds. 

A wearable artificial kidney, 
the size of a large book, was also 
developed by Jacobsen’s staff. It 
is a refinement of a process used 
for years in large kidney machin¬ 
es. The wearable kidney cleanses 
the blood of impurities that ailing 
kidneys cannot remove. It does 
this by filtering blood through 
charcoal as part of the cleansing 
process. Kolff estimates a wear¬ 
able kidney might cost $ 1,500 
plus maintenance costs. It costs 
$ 12,000 annually to have a con¬ 
ventional kidney dialysis machine 
at home. 


The Utah scientists have tried 
their artificial hearts only on cal¬ 
ves. In addition to the air-driven 
model, they have placed in calv¬ 
es an electrically driven heart, 
which they hope eventually to po¬ 
wer with nuclear capsules. 

Dr. Olsen says that the air- 
driven heart—called a Jarvik for 
Robert Jarvik, the Utah medical 
student who invented it—“could 
be implanted in man now.” The 
cost would be $ 3,000 for the 
heart and 5 3,000 for implant sur¬ 
gery. 

But an air hose would tether the 
patient permanently to an air pu¬ 
mp. Scientists estimate that the 
nuclear heart is at least a couple 
of years away. It would be pow¬ 
ered by a long-lasting nuclear fu¬ 
el placed in a container the size 
of an egg implanted near the ab¬ 
domen.

Turkey grants oil 
exploration rights 
in Aegean 

ANKARA, Aug. 27, (R). — Tur¬ 
key today granted the Shell 
company oil exploration rights 
in its Aegean territorial waters, 
but a company spokesman said 
the search area was away from 
parts of the sea disputed by 
Turkey and Greece. 

The spokesman said the ex¬ 
ploration licences had - nothing 
to do with the international wa¬ 
ters where the two countries 
are locked in a dispute over 
seabed rights.

Viking -1 continues 
biological tests 

PASADENA, California, Aug. 27, 

(AFP). —- Viking-1 scooped up 
another Martian soil sample yes¬ 
terday as part of its cont inuin g 
search for some form of life on 
the red planet 

Analysis of the latest sample 
will be conducted by the robot 
lander’s own automatic laboratory 
in the next seven days. Two pre¬ 
vious analyses have yieded data 
that do not rule out life in the 
soil; but a recent laboratory report 
increased the odds against such a 
possibility. 

In its latest lab report to earth, 

Viking-1 said it was unable to de¬ 
tect any organic material — the 
carbon-based matter that is the 
evidence of life — in its second 
pinch of Martian dirt 

Space scientists now believe that 
the original detection, of carbon 
traces may have resulted from 
chemical reactions involving the 
spacecraft's mechanical scooper- 
arm, not biological processes on 
the planet. 

Space scientists said Viking-1 
will continue its search for Mar¬ 
tian life for the time being. 

Meanwhile, the orbiting Viking- 
2 craft is contenting to photograph 
the planet dtid transmit the pictu¬ 
res to It is scheduled to 

send its'robot lander to a touch¬ 
down on Sept. 3 in Mars' northern 
latitudes, about 4,000 miles from 
VHring-2's resting place.
